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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  December  17  the  Secretary  determined  that  10.8  million  short  tons,  raw 
value,  of  sugar  would  be  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in 
the  continental  United  States  during  the  calendar  year  1970.     The  press 
release  announcing  the  action  appears  herein  beginning  on  page  6 . The  full 
text  of  the  Secretary's  determination  was  published  in  the  December  19, 
1969  Federal  Register. 

Sugar  sales  for  the  year  through  December  13  totaled  10,121,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  compares  with  10,235,000 
tons  during  the  comparable  period  last  year.     The  217,000  tons  of  constructive 
deliveries  charged  to  quotas  last  December  but  actually  delivered  in  January 
and  February  of  this  year  bring  1969  calendar  year  physical  deliveries  to 
date  to  about  92,000  tons  more  than  last  year's  on  the  same  date. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  delivered  6,928,000  tons,  or  about  69  percent  of  the 
total  distribution  in  1969  compared  with  7,275,000  tons,  or  71  percent 
through  the  comparable  date  in  1968  and  70  percent  in  1967. 

Beet  processors'  deliveries  through  December  13  were  3,010,000  tons  or 
nearly  30  percent  of  the  total  sugar  distributed  in  1969  compared  with 
2,719,000  tons,  or  slightly  less  than  27  percent  of  the  sugar  distributed 
through  this  date  last  year.     Physical  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  through 
December  13  this  year  are  about  half  a  million  tons  ahead  of  last  year 
on  the  same  date. 

Preliminary  reports  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  inventories  of  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  November  29  amounted  to  2,234,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
234,000  tons  less  than  on  the  30th  of  November  1968  but  586,000  tons  more 
than  at  the  end  of  October  1969.     Beet  sugar  processors'   stocks  continued 
to  expand  during  November  reflecting  the  processing  of  the  current  crops. 
On  November  29,  beet  processors  reported  1,157,000  tons  of  sugar  on  hand 
compared  to  1,190,000  tons  on  November  30  last  year  and  769,000  on 
October  31  this  year.     Cane  sugar  refiners  on  November  29  reported  stocks 
of  869,000  tons  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  compared  with  1,020,000  tons  on 
November  30  last  year  and  785,000  tons  at  the  end  of  October  1969. 

Regionally,  refined  sugar  deliveries  by  States  during  the  first  ten  months 
of  1969  were  1.0  percent  less  than  during  the  same  period  last  year.  Three 
of  the  five  regions  received  less  sugar  this  year  than  last,  two  received 
more.     Increases  were  to  the  New  England  region  up  2.0  percent  and  to  the 
South  up  0.4  percent,  while  the  North  Central  region  was  down  2.3  percent, 
the  mid-Atlantic  down  1.6  percent  and  the  West  down  1.2  percent. 
Individually,  23  states  received  more  sugar  during  the  first  ten  months 
of  1969  as  compared  with  this  period  last  year  and  27  received  less. 
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Third  quarter  1969  deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other 
products  increased  1.1  percent  above  those  of  the  comparable  quarter  of 
1968  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  homes  and  institu- 
tions declined  1.7  percent.     Three  of  the  five  major  food  processing 
groups  received    more  sugar  than  in  the  same  quarter  last  year.  Beverage 
manufacturers  increased  the  most—up  6.9  percent  followed  by  ice  cream 
and  dairy  products  up  1.7  percent  and  confectionery  and  related  products 
up  1.3  percent.     Food  processing  groups  receiving  less  sugar  were  bakery, 
cereal  and  allied  products  down  5.3  percent  and  canning  down  2.0  percent. 
The  basket  item  of  "multiple  and  all  other  industrial  food  uses"  which 
accounted  for  about  six  percent  of  the  third  quarter  deliveries  of  sugar 
to  all  industrial  users  was  down  0.3  percent  while  deliveries  to  industrial 
users  for  non-food  products  (less  than  one  percent  of  third  quarter 
deliveries  for  industrial  uses)  increased  9.3  percent. 

Two  of  the  four  non- industrial  type  users  received  more  sugar  during  the 
third  quarter  of  1969  than  in  that  quarter  of  1968.     The  relatively 
minor  category  of  "hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions"  increased  20.0 
percent  and  the  "retail  grocers,  chain  stores  and  supermarkets"  category 
3.6  percent.     Of  the  non- industrial  categories  which  declined,  "wholesale 
grocers,  jobbers  and  sugar  dealers"  received  4.7  percent  less  sugar  and 
the  category  of  "all  other  deliveries  including  Government  Agencies" 
declined  16.4  percent. 

Deliveries  of  packaged,  bulk  and  liquid  sugar  (both  beet  and  cane)  by 
primary  distributors  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1969  decreased 
about  one  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  quarters  of  last  year.  Total 
direct  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  increased  about  12  percent  while  direct 
deliveries  of  cane  sugar  declined  about  6  percent.    All  of  the  several 
categories  of  beet  direct  deliveries  of  packaged,  bulk  and  liquid  sugar 
increased  except  consumer-size  packaged  and  industrial  and  institutional 
packages  (50  pounds  and  over),  while  all  but  the  liquid  sugar  category 
of  cane  sugar  deliveries  declined. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer- size  packages  (less  than  50- 
pound  s)  by  primary  distributors  during  the  third  quarter  in  1969  were  1.2 
percent  more  than  in  the  third  quarter  of  1968.     Increases  occurred  in  the 
West  (19.6  percent),  in  the  New  England  region  (7.5  percent)  and  in  the  mid- 
Atlantic  region  (4.6  percent),  while  declines  occurred  in  the  North  Central 
which  was  down  4.4  percent  and  the  South  which  was  down  2.3  percent.  Third 
quarter  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  increased  in 
all  of  the  geographical  regions,  except  the  South  while  similarly  packaged 
beet  sugar  increased  only  in  the  combined  North  Central  and  West  regions. 
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Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  cane  and  beet,  by  primary  distributors 
during  the  third  quarter  1969  were  up  3  percent  as  compared  with  the 
same  quarter  of  1968;  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  increased  0.6 
percent  and  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  increased  11  percent. 

Dextrose  sales  of  primary  distributors  in  the  third  quarter  of  1969  by 
type  of  buyer  increased  1.7  percent  above  the  same  quarter  of  1968. 
Sales  to  industrial  users  which  made  up  96  percent  of  the  total  dextrose 
sales  during  the  quarter  increased  1.0  percent  and  sales  to  non- industrial 
users  increased  23.3  percent.     Four  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users 
received  more  dextrose  during  the  quarter,  three  received  less. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  reported  by  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  7.79  cents 
per  pound  in  November,  down  from  7.89  cents  in  October  and  up  from  7.58 
cents  in  November  last  year.     For  the  period  January -November  1969,  the 
price  averaged  7.75  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.51  cents  during 
these  months  of  last  year.  -For  the  period  November  14-25  the  price 
quotation  had  been  7.75  cents  per  pound;  on  November  26  it  declined 
to  7. 70  cents  and  on  December  3  to  7.62  cents  per  pound.     On  December  17 
the  quotation  increased  to  7.80  cents  per  pound  and  remained  there 
through  December  19.     The  spot  price  for  the  period  December  1-19 
averaged  7.68  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.62  cents  during  the  same 
period  last  year. 

On  December  15  the  West  Coast  cane  sugar  refiner  lowered  its  list  price 
on  all  industrial  and  grocery  products  70  cents  per  hundredweight  in 
the  California,  including  Las  Vegas  and  Reno,  Nevada  and  Arizona 
territories.     It  was  stated  that  this  action  was  necessary  to  establish 
a  competitive  relationship  with  other  brands,  including  private  label 
sugar. 

On  December  11  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  the  withdrawal  effective 
December  31,  1969,  of  the  day-to-day  allowance  of  .15  cents  per  pound 
on  industrial  products  sold  in  the  Chicago-west  and  Southwest  regions. 
This  would  result  in  a  price  quotation  of  10.50  cents  per  pound  for 
100-pound  paper  bags  of  fine  granulated  sugar  (the  basis  pack)  in  both 
regions,  effective  January  2,  1970. 

On  December  17  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  the  Northeast 
region  the  selling  price  of  sugar  on  contracts  would  be  increased  by  .15 
cent    per  pound  for  deliveries  from  January  1  through  February  15  and  by 
.25  cent  per  pound  for  contracts  for  delivery  from  February  15  through 
March  31.     Other  refiners  in  the  area  promptly  followed  suit.     It  is  to 
be  noted  that  this  was  not  an  increase  in  list  prices  but  rather  an 
increase  of  effective  selling  prices  by  refiners  that  had  been  selling 
sugar  at  discounts  below  the  list  prices.     No  other  announcements  of 
changes  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  were  noted 
during  the  period  under  review. 
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Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  as  of  December  19  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack--100  pound  paper  bags--by  regions. 
Significant  variations  between  actual  and  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in 
certain  regions  reflecting  competitive  conditions  peculiar  to  these 
regions .

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  was  12.50  cents  per  pound  during  October,  down  from  12.52  cents  a 
month  earlier  and  up  from  12.26  cents  during  October  1968.     For  the  first 
ten  months  of  1969,  the  retail  price  averaged  12.38  cents  per  pound  or 
1.6  percent  above  the  January-October  1968  average  of  12.18  cents. 

The  harvest  of  sugarcane  in  Louisiana,  which  got  under  way  in  early 
October  is  now  about  complete  and  it  appears  that  sugar  production  will 
amount  to  about  535,000  short  tons.     Sugarcane  harvest  in 

Florida  got  under  way  early  this  month. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  for  the  year  through  December  6,  1969,  totaled 
1,170,000  tons,  96°  basis  with  nine  of  the  mills  still  grinding.  This 
compares  with  1,224,000  tons  produced  through  December  7  of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil,  averaged  3.08  cents  per  pound  in  November  down 
from  3.12  cents  in  October  but  up  from  2.39  cents  in  November  a  year  ago. 
For  the  period  January-November  1969  the  quotation  has  averaged  3.42  cents 
per  pound  compared  with  1.91  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Since 
December  1,  1969,  the*  World  spot  quotation  has  ranged  between  2.80  cents 
and  2.95  cents  per  pound.     On  December  19  the  quotation  was  2.85  cents 
per  pound  and  on  that  date  contracts  for  future  delivery  ranged  from  3.04 
cents  for  March  1970  delivery  to  3.34  cents  for  March  1971  delivery. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1970  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


Sugar  Requirements  and  Quotas  for  1970  Announced 

The  IJ.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Dec.  17,   1969  announced 
Continental  United  States  Sugar  Requirements  for  Calendar  Year  1970 
of  10.8  million  tons;  established  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign 
countries  totaling  that  quantity  and  established  limits  on  the  first 
quarter  importation  of  foreign  raw  sugar  at  800,000  tons. 

The  action  differs  from  the  proposal  announced  Nov.  17  (Press  Release 
USDA  3541-69)  principally  in  that  1970  sugar  requirements  have  been  reduced 
100,000  tons  from  10,900,000  tons  and  the  limitation  on  first  quarter 
importations  of  sugar  have  been  reduced  50,000  tons  from  850,000  tons. 
Both  changes  were  made  after  considering  the  briefs  submitted  by  interested 
persons  and  in  view  of  the  recent  tendency  of  refiners  and  food  processors 
to  carry  lower  inventories. 

The  current  price  of  raw  sugar,  New  York  duty  paid,  is  7e80  cents  per 
pound.     The  price  guide  provided  in  section  201  of  the  Act  is  currently 
7.99  cents  per  pound. 

Provision  has  also  been  made  for  making  minimum  allocations  of  the 
800,000  tons  permitted  to  be  imported  during  the  first  quarter  so  that  any 
country  may  ship  the  smaller  of  5,000  tons  or  the  quantity  applied  for. 

Views  received  in  response  to  the  proposed  determination  for  1970  in 
a  general  way  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

The  Industrial  Sugar  Users  Group  favored  an  11.2  million  ton  requirements 
level;  immediate  reallocation  of  prospective  deficits  in  area  and  country 
quotas;     and  elimination  of  first  quarter  limitations  on  imports  of  raw 
cane  sugar  or  as  a  second  choice  that  such  limitations  be  raised  to  at 
least  950,000  tons.     Cane  sugar  refiners  recommended  removal  of  limitations 
on  imports  of  raw  cane  sugar  during  the  first  quarter. 

Domestic  beet  sugar  processors  recommended  that  initial  requirements  be 
established  significantly  below  the  proposed  level  of  10.9  million  tons. 
Puerto  Rican  sugar  producers  also  considered  the  Department's  proposed 
requirements  level  to  be  unduly  large  and  recommended  that  it  be  substantially 
reduced. 
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The  National  Sugarbeet  Growers  Federation  recommended  that  initial  require- 
ments be  less  than  10.9  million  tons  and  concurred  with  the  Department's 
proposal  on  first  quarter  import  limitations.     The  Hawaiian  Sugar  Planters 
Association  and  the  Mainland  sugarcane  producers  and  processors  also  recom- 
mended a  lower  requirements  level  than  proposed,     concurred  with  the 
Department  on  first  quarter  import  limitations  and  recommended  limitations 
on  second  quarter  sugar  importations. 

Priorities  for  approving  applications  for  the  importation  of  raw  sugar 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1970  are  set  forth  in  the  regulation  scheduled 
for  publication  in  the  Federal  Register  on  Dec.  20,   1969.     Copies  of  the 
regulation  may  be  obtained  from  the  Sugar  Division,  Agricultural  Stabilization 
and  Conservation  Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C.  20250.    Application  for  the  importation  of  sugar  or  for  set  aside  of 
quota  for  arrival  during  the  first  quarter  of  1970  received  on  or  before 
Dec.  22,   1969,  will  be  considered  as  having  been  received  at  the  same  time. 

The  1970  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  and  average 
imports  of  raw  sugar  into  the  continental  United  States,  within  quotas,  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  years   1967  through  1969,   inclusive,  are  shown  in 
the  following  table.

November  26,  Announced  the  determination  of  fair  and  reason.- 

1969  able  prices  for  1969-crop  sugarbeets. 


The  determination  requires  producer-processors 
to  pay  for  sugarbeets  at  prices  not  less  than 
those  provided  for  in  their  1969-crop  sugarbeet 
purchase  contracts  with  producers,  except  that 
processors  who  have  constructed  tanks  for  the 
storage  of  sugar-containing  sirups,  called 
"concentrated  juice,"  may  deduct  a  portion  of  the 
cost  of  using  these  tanks  from  the  sales  price  of 
sugar  when  determining  net  returns  (gross  sales 
price  less  selling  and  delivery  expenses).  Net 
returns  from  sugar  is  a  primary  determinant  of 
sugarbeet  prices  under  the  contracts. 

USDA  officials  stated  that  on  average  1969-crop 
sugarbeet  purchase  contracts  will  provide  about 
the  same  sharing  of  total  gross  returns  as  the 
1968  crop  contracts.     Producers  received  from 
processors  an  average  payment  of  $13.95  per  ton 
for  1968-crop  beets.     In  addition,  producers 
received  Sugar  Act  payments  of  about  $2.20  per  ton 
of  beets.     (See  December  2,   1969  Federal  Register). 


December  2,  Announced  that  consideration   is  being  given  to  the

of  50,000  and  135,000  short  tons,   raw  value,  for 
local  consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico, 
respectively.

December  2,  Announced  a  deficit  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Haiti 

1969  of  15,897  short  tons,  raw  value,  and  an  offsetting 

decrease  in  the  deficit  previously  declared  for 

Puerto  Rico. 

Today's  action  reduces  the  quota  for  Haiti  to 
17,419  tons  and  increases  the  previously  adjusted 
quota  for  Puerto  Rico  to  370,897  tons.  Quotas 
for  other  areas  remain  unchanged.     (See  December 
5,  1969  Federal  Register). 


December  8,  Announced  an  amendment  of  the  regulation  con- 

1969  trolling  sugar  imports  (S.R.  817).  The  amendment 

makes  it  clear  that  the  Department  may  authorize 
Customs  to  release  raw  sugar  to  the  importer 
prior  to  naming  the  refiner  who  will  ultimately 
receive  such  sugar.

1969  deliveries  914,000  short  tons,  raw  value-previously  published 
preliminary  as  933,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  November  29,  1969,  were  2,234,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  234,000  tons  from  a  year  ago, 
and  u£  586,000  tons  from  end  OCTOBER    1969.     During  NOVEMBER  refiners' 
stocks  increased  by  83,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  increased  by 
388,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  increased  by  114,000  tons, 
and  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  remained  about  the  same. 

3.  Charges  to  1969  quotas  through  NOVEMBER  30,  1969,  were  9,949,051 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  850,949  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  10,800,000  ton  total.

5.  Third  quarter  1969  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  four  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1968  quarter,  and  they  were  also 
larger  to  two  of  the  four  non- industrial  buyer  groups.     Nationally,  dis- 
tribution increased  1.1  percent  to  industrial  type  buyers  and  declined 

1.7  percent  to  non- industrial  buyers.
